“T ain certain of one thing,” Cor­ 
oner K rick bans said, “Willie killed 
his mother, but he has not told the 
I w h o le truth bv a loilg shot. This ae- 
I eidental story is absurd.” 
According to his story, Willie left 
Booneville Wednesday, July 27 and 
arrived at Tennyson that night. The 
next day he returned to Ids home. 
‘‘Willie,’’ the coroner said, “told 
me his motlier fussed at him all day 
for having come home. He said she 
told him lie should have stayed in 
Booneville and hunted for a job.

A plea for the kind of teaching in 
the public schools which will 
make 
critical citizens and will take them 
out of the beaten path of acquiring 
their opinions ready made from news­ 
paper headlines and advertisements, 
was made by Prof. Arnold B. Hall ot 
the University of Wisconsin at M ad­ 
ison, at the opening session of the 
anmia! Rush county teachers insti­ 
tute this morning. 
He showed how by the power of 
suggestion 
people 
arc 
given their 
ideas, 
and that thinking out one’s 
own opinions is a lost art in this 
country. Ile appealed to the teachers 
to attempt to make their pupils think 
for themselves. 
The institute, which will be held 
each morning this week with the ex­ 
ception 
of Saturday, in the court 
house assembly room, opened with 
an enrollment of seventy-live. 
Tin* 
normal enrollment is about one hun­ 
dred and it w a s believed that other 
teachers will fie here by tomorrow. 
Some teachers who are still in sum ­ 
mer school find it impossible to a t ­ 
tend. Also some of the teachers a t­ 
tending institute here will teach out­ 
ride Rush county, hut will get credit 
for attending institute in their own 
count y. 
Prof. A. O. De we esc who has late­ 
ly accepted a position on the fac ­ 
ulty of the University of Louisville, 
delivered the first lecture before the 
institute at 8:f>0, taking 
for 
his 
subject 
“ Physiology.” 
His 
lecture 
was very 
informative, 
taking the 
very beginning of human life a s its 
basis. His lectures during the week 
will develop this idea, going one step 
farth er each day. Prof. Deweese has 
been 
lecturing in the medical de­ 
partm ent of the University of Louis­ 
ville for four rears. 
Sectional meetings 
were 
beld at 
9:50. Prof. Deweese speaking to the 
grade section and Prof. Hall to the 
high school section. 
It was at the

45 BELIEVED DEAD 
IN SHIP DISASTER 


Seventeen Bodies Recovered and 28 
Reported Missing Are Thought 
To Have Been Lost 


ALASKA

Cbrc?)lete Passenger List Will Never 
he Known Unless Missing Pursuer 
is Found Alive

Eureka, Calif., Aug. 8.— Forty-five 
persons were believed dead iii tin 
Alaska ship disaster, according 
to 
latest estimates today. 
Seventeen 
bodies are iii the county morgue and 
twenty-eight were missing according 
to Hie last list made public by steam ­ 
ship officials. 
Iiittie hopes \# r e held out for the 
twenty-eight reported missing as it is 
feared the sea swallowed 
lip 
the 
hollies 
shortly 
after 
the 
Alaska 
struck a reef Saturday night. 
Al­ 
though the cost has been closely p a ­ 
trolled no 
additional 
bollies have 
been found. 
The complete passenger Ii»t of the 
Alaska may never be known accord­ 
ing to Frank Schaffer manager, of 
the 
San Francisco 
and 
Portland 
steamship 
company who is working 
by telegraph from Alameda, Calif., 
iii cheeking lip the number of dead. 
The only chance of having tin o f­ 
ficial list of the exact unm ixt and 
the names of 
those 
aboard 
the 
Alaska lies in the hope 
that 
the 
missing pursuer of the vessel 
being 
found alive and with his records in 
his possession. 
Of the 17 bodies, stark and blue 
lying on the marble slabs of the Hum­ 
boldt county morgue, only nine have 
thus far been identified. 
A goodly 
part o f the survivors who were un in­ 
jured, or who, were sufficiently re­ 
vved 
from 
the 
exhaustion 
ami 
shock to travel, left today for San 
Francisco where they will arrive to ­ 
night. 


Coast guard 
cutters 
ceaselessly 
patrolled the oily surface around the 
reef, where the funnels and-m asts of 
the Alaska, rise, skeleton like, above 
the surface oft he disastrous sea, 
the ill fated steam er lay. Official in- 
vc-ligation was started today. The 
point where the Alaska lies, 
inside 
of Blunt’s Reef light ship, 
should 
have been missed by miles bv 
the 
vessel had it been properly navigated 
according to mariners. 
Fog 
was the generally accepted 
explanation of the disaster. 
The Alaska’s navigators lost their 
hearings in the heavy fog. 
True to the traditions of the sea, 
Captain H arry Hovey went down with 
his ship when the treacherous fingers 
of the reef ripped open the bottom 
of the vessel. 
The Alaska went 
down in thirty 
minutes her wireless calling for help 
to the last. 
Among scenes of disorder passen­ 
gers charge that a crew partly green, 
recruited during the marine strike, 
bungled the launchings of some of Hie 
life boats. 


Two men, George Lucas and John 
Hayes, who said they lived in Con­ 
nersville, figured in 
an 
automobile 
accident shortly before noon today, 
21 miles east of Rushville, when the 
Ford touring e a r in which they were 
riding, left the road and turned over 
twice, badly injuring each 
of the 
two occupants. 
According to Lucas, the 
steering 
knuckle broke, and the car became 
unmanageable. The two

were

The session was notable, also iii 
that Colonel George Harvey Ameri- 
am bassador to Great Britain, 
was to sit with the council renewing 
American participation. Although he 
was to act as an ‘Nthserver” it was 
loped that he would lie tin* mediator 
in the disputes between Great Brit- 


1 iii and France. Italy and Jap an fig­ 
ured in the session as possible a r ­ 
biters also. 
A decision on division of Upper 
Silesia between Germany and Poland 
was the big m atter before the coun­ 
cil. 
The points of disagreement were: 
France desires to send immediate 
re-inforcements to the allied troops 
in Silesia. Britain opposes. 


Britain is believed tq want Ger­ 
many awarded the richest coal re­ 
gions in Silesia. France wants them 
to go to Poland. 
Britain favors abolition 
of 
the 
thine customs barrier. France 
op­ 
poses that on the grounds that Ger­ 
many has not met the allied ultima­ 
tum regarding tile punishment of war 
criminals. 
The council went into session at 3 
o’clock in the fam ous clock room at 
the Qaui D’Orsay where so m any of 
the allied post w ar decisions were 
made. 


Besides Colonel Harvey, another 
new figure in the council was P re ­ 
mier Bonomi of Italy.

Worid Gets Back to Normalcy 
by 
Stopping Government Subsidies 
and Control of Commodities 


PAYMENTS 
ARE RETARDING 


War Habit of Relying Upon Govern­ 
ment for Guidance Must Stop 
And People Must Help Themselves 


Washington Aug. 8— According to 
reports issued by the Department of 
Commerce, the world Is getting back 
to normalcy by stopping government 
subsidies and government control of 
commodities as rapidly as possible. 
In Great Britian, the Royal 
Wheat 
Commission is closing 
its 
affars; 
consolidated foreign buying of food 
has been abandoned and 
individual 
merchants ase now 
supplying 
the 
trade. In France, it is expected that 
government purchasing will be aban" 
cloned as of August first. In Holland 
all government control and 
buying 
of food has ceased. In 
Belgium 
it 
has ceased except iii wheat and re­ 
frigerated meat which will he 
de­ 
controlled by the first of September. 
Italy is the only one of the allied 
governments which maintains gov­ 
ernment purchasing and it is confin­ 
ing its purchases largely to grain. 
In Germany the government is main­ 
taining the 
consolidated 
purchase 
system for the most important food 
supplies. 
All governments realize that they 
cannot continue conducting 
enter’ 
prices which of right belong to the 
ti (Md of private endeavor and indi­ 
vidual initiative. The 
payment 
of 
subsidies 
and 
like 
paternalistic 
measures favoring this or that in­ 
dustry or class of producers arc re’ 
larding rather than assisting recon­ 
struction. It is attempting the im­ 
possible feat of lifting one’s self by 
tugging at one’s bootstraps, loxing 
all of the people in order to pay one 
class of people a subsidy only 
in­ 
creases cost of living and piles; up 
taxes which add to t ie burdens of 
all business and in the end it injures 
the very thing it purports to help. 
T ie sentiment of most 
govern­ 
ments is correctly expressed by the 
London Times, which, in speaking of 
Great Britain’s cessation of subsid­ 
ies to various industries and classes 
of business says. “The War habit of 
reiving upon the 
government 
for 
guidance and leadership must 
stop 
and the people must begin to help 
themselves.” In the opinion 
of the 
Times, only two thongs can put the 
world hack on a rational and pros­ 
perous basis, “Hard work and rigid 
economy”.

(W ritten for United Press) 
I am not one of those who believe 
that the present 
constitution 
of 
Indiana is too sacred a document to 
be in any wise 
modified. 
Tt 
was 
made 
by men, 
who 
realized that 
they themselves were 
human 
and 
that their work would in the course 
of time show imperfections. 
They, 
therefore, wisely provided how this 
instrument might be amended, when 
it failed to meet the needs 
of the 
people. Blit in their 
wisdom 
they 
were careful not to suggest that any 
of the 
agencies 
of 
government 
should have power to 
modify 
the 
constitution without regard to 
the 
wiM of the people. And 
the 
fact 
should not be overlooked that 
the 
people would never 
have adopted 
our constitution if it had 
not con­ 
tained a provision giving them the 
last 
word 
on 
'any 
proposal 
to 
change it. 
To avoid making a 
mistake 
in 
amending this organic law, by which 
tho people have parted with certain 
powers originally in themselves, an 
amendment has got to have the at>- 
poval of two legislatures by a* m a­ 
jority vote before the 
people 
will 
take it up for consideration. Til oth­ 
er words, in the adoption 
of 
our 
constitution, tile people were c are­ 
ful to see to it th at they remained 
the m asters of government in this 
state. 
The people reserved this rig it in 
theme si ves because they 
wore 
not 
willing to delegate absolute power 
U> any agency of government. The 
fact is the whole structure o f gov­ 
ernment in this country is 
builded 
on the idea that the peonle are the 
source of government and that tbev 
and they only should he entrusted 
with absolute power 
to determine 
in the last a n a l y s i s 
the 
particular 
farm of government 
under 
which 
they shall live and how it shall be 
changed. 
No nation sets a 'higher estimate 
on life, liberty and 
projiertv than 
does this one. These are the 
three 
sacred and 
indispensable 
Guinda- 
t ons of civilization. No one of them 
can be dispensed with, and civiliza­ 
tion continue to, refine and bless so­ 
ciety. 
To guarantee the citizen therefore 
in these rights as against the state 
the fourteenth amendment was add­ 
ed to the Federal Constitution, p ro­ 
viding that “ No state shall deprive 
any person of life, liberty or pro­ 
perty, without due process of law, 
or deny to any person 
within 
its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws”. 
This amendment, it will be 
ob­ 
served, guards just 
as 
carefully 
property and the right to 
acquire, 
hold and enjoy it as it does either 
life or liberty. All three are nation­ 
al rights -and the shield of the fed­ 
eral constitution is thrown 
about 
them. 
But while this is true, the Four­ 
teenth Amendment does not other­ 
wise, seek to control tile 
states in 
regulating their domestic affairs or 
interfere witji their political 
inde­ 
pendence. The 
states 
are free to 
adopt their own tax system classi­ 
fying property for taxation as they 
please, s(> 'long as there is unifor­ 
mity in. application and an absence 
of the exercise of arbitrary power. 
The proposed 
amendment 
giving 
the Legislature power to “provide by 
law for a system of taxation” is a; 
revolutionary proposal and will 
au ­ 
thorize that body to tax 
what 
it 
pleases and to whatever limit it de-* 
sires. And yet men urge its adoption 
on the ground that under 
it a tax 
system can be worked out that will 
I bring more property on to the a s - 1 


sessment 9ist by taxing some 
per­ 
sons at a lower rate than others. 
So fa r as I am concerned, it will 
reoil ire more than the bringing of an 
additional 
few 
hundred 
thous m d 
dollars on to the assesment roll, to 
be taxed at a mere pittance, to get 
my consent to surrender all consti­ 
tutional limitations on the Legisla­ 
ture regarding the subject of tax­ 
ation. Constitutional safeguards are 
not to be bartered 
away 
in 
this 
m anner and the people, owning vis­ 
ible property can well afford to en­ 
dure the injustice now imposed up­ 
on them until they can get a legis- 1 
lature that will propose a safe and 
sane modification of Section 
1 of 
Article IO for our Constitution, if in­ 
deed it should at all be chanced. 
Under the Constitution of Indiana 
adopted in 1816, equality in a s s e s s ­ 
ment and taxation of property did 
not prevail. Favoritism in 
taxation 
did not then meet with the approval 
of the people. 
Pro|>erty was then hidden 
from 
the assessor, just as it is today, and 
when Section I of Article 
IO 
was 
under discussion, in the 
convention 
of 1851, tile member who had o f­ 
fered it said. 
“I believe that there is hardly a 
subject connected with our state go­ 
vernment which has attracted more 
general attention among the people 
than the existing inequality in 
t ie 
assessment and taxation of prop­ 
erty” . 
W hat assurance can 
the 
people 
have that, if they remove all limi­ 
tations 
on the Legislature, a more 
equitable and satisafctory tax s y s ­ 
tem will be enacted than 
we 
now 
have? When 
the 
Legislature 
w as 
much freer under the 181(> C o n sti­ 
tution to work out n 
tax 
system 
than it is under our present consti­ 
tution* tilings were ju st as u n s a t i s ­ 
factory as they are now. Intangibles 
then escaped 
taxation, 
mid 
the 
lands, herds and flocks of the fa r­ 
mers were required 
to 
bear 
the 
greater part of it. 
The truth is- that the right sort of 
an effort has not been made by any 
political party to give the people 
as good a tax system as 
can 
be 
worked out under present constitu­ 
tion. And when we are told that the 
people can 
trust 
the 
Legislature 
without any restraints upon 
it, . to 
deal fairly and wisely with them on 
tho important subject, of 
taxation, 
we should not fail to re-elect 
that 
tins 
proposed 
amendment 
shows 
what an Indiana Legislature can be 
persuaded to do, perhaps with the 
best of motives. 
Tn the quotation I have ju st made 
from the appeal in 
SU aport of 
the 
proposed amendment, it will he ob­ 
served that it is urged that a part 
of the 
expenses 
o f 
government 
should be met through a classifica­ 
tion of property or an income tax. 
If these expenses should be me! 
in this way, why ask for the amend­ 
ment? I think it will be fairly ad­ 
mitted by tile legal profession of In­ 
diana that .Senator Evan P. -to ts- 
enberg is one among the very first 
lawyers of the state.

He declared that the two princi­ 
pal obstacles* to 
Americanization, 
which was the topic of his address, 
is that foreigners do not know Am­ 
ericans and Americans do not know 
foreigners. The only type the foreign­ 
er knows is the profiteering landlord, 
the speaker said, and from him he 
forms his idea of all Americans. 
“ I tell them that out in the 
far 
reaches of America there are 
rea 
Americans like you,” 
the 
speaker 
continues, “ that here are to be founc 
the kind of Americans they expected 
to find here, but it is difficult to con­ 
vince them when you have none of 
the real brand on displav.” 
The speaker said nothing made his 
blood 
boil 
like hearing the terms 
“ kike, dago, wop,” and the like as 
thrown flippantly from Die tongues 
of Americans. 
“ During 
my 
stay in New York 
City,” the minister said with great 
emphasis, “ I have seen more acts of 
alturistic 
Christianity 
than in any 
parish I ever served. There are plenty 
of good, red-blooded people among 
the people coming to our shores ani 
all they need is a chance.” 
The speaker said that immigrants 
ought 
to have a chance to live iii 
Am erica if we would make Americans 
out of them. He pointed out how they 
were thrown down 
iii 
their 
own 
quarter when the reached New Y<yk, 
among their own people. 
“ When they live in the slums they 
can 
never grow into the kind 
of 
Americans we need,” he asserted. 
The speaker then pointed to tile 
program of the government, which is 
to teach them English and history 
and civics. 
“ But we are fooling ourselves if 
we think there is any magic in 
a 
language,” Dr. Petty said. “ It is fine 
for them to know our tongue, hut it 
takes more than that.” 
“ I t ’s all ^ery fine to teach them 
history and civies and tell them of 
our institutions. 
There ought to he 
something in our history 
to 
stir 
them, hut unless we give them what 
we teach, we can’t 
impress 
them 
much. 
“ When a man violates the law, we 
put him in jail. 
When we catch a 
soviet, we put him on a soviet ark 
and 
ship 
him out of the country. 
That’s all right, hut it won’t solve 
the problem of Americanization. So 
long as you allow congested quar­ 
ters such as found in the tenement 
district, so long as you allow profit­ 
eering employers to break the backs 
of innocent children in industry, just 
so long will you have the conditions 
such as are 
found 
in the foreign 
quarters of our large cities.” 
In closing, Dr. Petty raised stren­ 
uous objection to the new immigra­ 
tion law permitting a small percent 
of each race to enter the 
United 
States each year. He advised closing 
Ellis Island for five years until the 
country meets the problem which the 
present foreign population offers. He 
declared it was not fa ir to America 
and it was not fa ir to the foreigners 
already 
here to permit 300,000 new 
ones to come in each year. 


PARCEL POST RATES 
MAY BE INCREASED 


Accountants 
Are 
Checking 
up 
to 
Learn if Parcel Post is One of 
Tw o Big Losing Ventures 


D E F I C I T S A R E S H O W IN G U P 


Parcel Post System is a Commer­ 
cial Venture Pure and Simple 
Says Postmaster General Hays

(U . P . S taff C orrespond ent) 


Washington, Aug. 8.— Parcel post J 
rates must he increased if an inves­ 
tigation shows that this service is re­ 
sponsible for an expected deficit^ of 
$70,000,000 in the bostal revenue this 
year Postmaster General W ill H ays 
told the United Press today. 


Accountants and postoffice engin­ 
eers are now checking through the 
entire country to learn if the parcel 
post is, as suspected, one of the two 
big losing ventures of the department. 


Until 1020 postal .revenues exceed­ 
ed 
expenditures fo r several years, 
but now deficits are showing due to 
business depression increased wages 
and increased compensation to ra il­ 
roads for carrying mail. 
“ The parcel post system is a com­ 
mercial 
venture pure and simple,” 
said H ays. “ There is every reason 
therefore why it should be made at 
least self supporting. This does not 
hold true of some other services ren­ 
dered by the postoffice which neces­ 
sarily 
must 
lie accomplished at a 
loss.” 


H ays explained why a deficit is 
expected this year and gave an item­ 
ized statement 
showing where and 
how the department plans to reduce 
operating costs by nearly $15,000,- 
000. 


<(For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1921, tile deficit will he found to 
he approximately $84,000,000 when 
the reports are all available. O f Ibis 
about $73,000,000 was due*to 
in­ 
creased 
compensation 
ordered 
by 
congress to employees and $11,000,- 
000 was additional pay to railroads 
under interstate commerce decisions. 


“ Since April I there has been 
a 
serious falling off of the business of 
the postoffice department and iii con­ 
sequence 
receipts, 
but 
economies 
have been instituted 
which prevent 
any deficit other than that for 
in-, 
creased wages and railroad rates. 


In the fiscal year beginning Ju ly 
I, 1921, and ending June 30, 1922, 
the treasury department has estim­ 
ated the deficit at $70,000,000. This 
estimate is based on a probable light 
amount of business done as in the 
last fiscal year and a probable same 
expenditure, save only such savings 
as the postoffice department has es­ 
timated it can make which amounts 
to nearly $15,000,000.

"During 
my stay in New York 


City," the minister said with grea 
emphasis, "I have seen-more acts of 
alturistic Christianity than in anj 
parish I ever served. There are plentj 
of good, red-blooded people among 
the people coming to our shores an< 
all they need is a chance." 


The speaker said that immigrants 


ought to have a chance to live in 
America if we would make Americans 
out of them. He pointed out how they

quarter when the reached New York 
among their own people. 


"When they live'in the slums the} 


can 
never grow into the kind 
ol 


Americans we need," he asserted. 


The speaker then pointed to the 


program of the government," which is 
to teach them English and historj 
•and civics. 


"But we are fooling, ourselves if 


we think there is any magic in 
language," Dr. Petty said. "It is Jine 
for them to know our tongue, but ii 
takes more than that." 


"It's all very fine to teach them 


historj' and. civics and tell them oJ 
our institutions^ There ought to be 
something-Jn our, history 
to

them, but unless we give them whai 
we teach, we can't impress

"When a man violates the law, we

In closing, Dr. Petty rai§ed stren- 


uous objection to the new immigra- 
tion law permitting a small percent 
of each race to enter the United 
Stages each year. He advised closing 
Ellis Island for five years -until- the 
country meets the problem which the 
.resent foreign population offers. He 
declared it was not fair to America 
and it was not fair to the foreigners 
already here to'permit 300,000 new 
ones to come in each year. '."

Learn if. Parcel Post is One of 


Two Big Losing Ventures 


DEFICITS ARE SHOWING UP 


Parcel Post System is a Commer- 


cial Venture Pure and Simple 
Says Postmaster General Hays

Washington, Aug. 8.—Parcel post 


rates must be increased if an inves- 
tigation shows that this service is re- 
sponsible for an expected deficit, of 
$70,000,000 in the Costal revenue this 
year Postmaster General W^ll Hays 
told the United Press today. 


Accountants' and postoffice engin- 


eers are now checking through the 
entire country to learn if the 'parcel 
post.is, as suspected, one of the two 
big losing ventures of the department. 


Until 1920 postal .revenues exceed- 


ed 
expenditures for several years, 


but now deficits are showing due to 
business depression increased wages 
and increased compensation to rail- 
roads for carrying mail.! 


"The parcel post system is a com- 


mercial venture pure and simple,'' 
said Hays. "There is, every reason 
therefore why it. should -be -made al 
least self -supporting. This does not 
hold1 true of some other services ren- 
dered by the postoffiee which neces- 
sarily must 
be accomplished at a 


loss.". 


' Hays explained why a deficit is 


expected this year and gave an 'item- 
ized statement 
showing where .and 


how the department plans to reduce 
operating costs by nearly $15,000,- 
000.

Tor the fiscal year ending June 


30, 1921, the deficit will he found to 
be approximately $84,000,000 when 
the reports are all available. Of this 
about $73,000,000 was due»to 
in- 


creased compensation ordered -by 
congress to eniployees and $11,000,- 
000 was additional'pay to railroads 
under interstate commerce decisions. 


"Since April 1'there has been a 


serious falling off of the business of 
the postoffice department and in con- 
sequence receipts, but 
economies 


have been instituted 
which prevent 


any deficit other than that for 
in- 


creased wages and railroad rates. 


In the fiscal year beginning -July 


1, 1921, and ending. June 30, 1922, 
the-, treasury department has. estim- 
ated the deficit at $70,000,000..This 
estimate is based on a.probable light 
amount of .business done as in the 
last fiscal year and a probable same 
expenditure, save only such savings 
as the postoffice department has es- 
timated it can make which amounts 


nearly $15,000,000. .
